- ARRIVAL OF MAILS. 


The German Mail of September J2th arrived, 
per the ss. Prinzess Alice, on Monday, the 9th 
inst.; and the French Mail of September 15th 


arrived, per the 8.8, Balasie, to-day. 
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but a Censor has pointed out that}, winning 
numbers might fall into the hands of foreigners 
and the idea is not likely to ba carried out. 


At the general meeting of the Seoul-Fusan 
railway a net profit of Yon 325,454 was 
shown and a divilend of six per cent declared : 
The Seoul-Chemulpo railway paid a profit of 
Yen 128,258, but royalty to Government 
absorbed Yea 45,000 and no dividend was paid. 


The Peking correspondent of the N.-C. 
Anglo-Japanese Allianes has been welcomed by 
the great majority of the officials. It is said 
that Prince Ching, to whom Mr. Uchida (the 
Japanese Minister) explained the Treaty yester- 
day, was specially pleassd ad satisfied about 
the terms, : 


Nearly all the telegraph l'nes in the Philip- 
pines were intersupted by the recent terrible 
typhoon, and now that communications are 
being restored, reports of very extensive damage 
from various parts of the islands are reaching 
Manila from the provinces. Thousands are 
stated to havebeen readered homeless, and along 
the coast there has been a great amount of 
damage to shipping craft. 


A Peking dispatch states that the Waiwupu 
has received a telegram from H. E. Li Ching- 
hsi, Governor of Kuangsai, to the effect that the 
French Consul in Kueilin has asked permission, 
on behalf of a joint French and Chinese 
syndicate, to recommence work on a black lead 
mine at Maweiling (Horsetail Pass) in the sub- 
prefecture of Shangszechon, which was stopped 
on account of the insurrection in Kuangsi 
during the past two years and over. The 
N.-C. Daily News understands that no reply 
has yet been sent by the Waiwupu to Governor 
Li's telegram. 

Mr. Basse, of Viceroy Yuan Shih-kai's 
foreign staff, was received in audience by the 
Emperor and Empress-Dowager on Sept. 16th, 
having been summoned to Peking for that pur- 
pose. This is stated to be the first interview 
granted to a European in Chinese employment 
with the exception of Sir Robert Hart. In 
this connection it is said that there is a prospect 
in tha near fulure of the steel works, also the 
gua factory at the Jtiangnan Arsenal, being 
reorganised under tke direction of Kiangnan 
Dock officials. The intention, the V.C. Daili 
News understands, is to have experts in each 
branch brought from Great Britain. 


The report of the Directors of the Russo 
Chinese Bank for the year 19°4 shows that the 
total profits for the year, ceducting all expenses 
as well as interest due, and after reserving for 
bad and doubtfol debts, amount to Rbl. 
3,C09,585.25. Oat of this sum the Board thinks 
it advizable to reserve Rbi. 1,5°00,000—and to 
transfer this amountto the Special Fund 
created last year as a provision for losces in 
consequence of the war in the Far East. 
The Board of Directors also propose to pay 
a dividend of 4 per cent and to transfer Robl, 
114,486.78 to the ordinary Reserve Funds. 
Rs. 364,517,42 to Penzion and other Funds, 
leaving a surplus of Rbl, 160,217.05.

The Nanfangpao jhad th following news 
fron Nanking, dated Sopt.| 25th: —Yestorday 
afternoon, a special meeting was called to 
devise measures for boycotting the 40,000 casas 
of kerosene oil recently shipped to Nanking by 
the Standard Oil Company. The meeting was 
held in @ spacious hall behind the Confucian 
Temple, and was largely attended. There wore 
over nine hundred peop!e present. The student 
body and merchants were well represented, and 
many eloquent speeches were made, all in 
favour of enforcing the boycott. One merchant 
who made a slip in his remarks was hissed. off 
the platform. A native agent of the Standard 
Oil Company who had managed to dispose of a 
large quantity of the oil was sevsrely criticised. 
Toward the end of the meeting, it was proposed 
to boycott him also, ashe owns a large 
book-store in Nanking. 


At a méeting of the” Kulangsa (Amoy) 
Municipal Council last month at which there 
were present: Messrs. Bruce (Chairman), Gar- 
diner, Kruse, MoHaffle, and Dr. Otte, it was 
dec:ded to write to Messrs. Poale, Launder & ~4 
Co. in reply to their letter of the 23rd August ; 
saying that it is assumed that, before they can 
make 4 business proposition regarding installing 
electric light on Kulangsn, it will be necessary 
for them to send a representative t> come in 
contact with the Community, and, in their own 
interest, to make some survey of the ground to 
‘be operated on, after which any proposition they 
make will have the full consideration -of the 
Council. In the meanwhile the Coupoil is quite 
prepared to give the six months’ option asked 
for, reserving all right of retails till a bona fide 
proposition is b2fore them. 


The Shénpao’s Hongkong correspondent 
sent the following to that paper :—“ A friend 
who has arrived from the Southern Ocean tells 
me that Chinese labouring at the mines in 
South Afr'ca are cruelly treated toa itiable 
extent and no one takes any notice of thess 
things. Although under contract, the labourers 
do not receive the wages and food set down in 
their contracts. They are each day required 
to chisel out (bore?) a depth of twenty-six 
inches of rook, and if anyone does not do this 
he is lashed with a leather whip, while a deduc- 
tion is also made in his wages. Tho foreigners 
at the mines even go so far as to put the very 
largest of cangues on the necks of the Chinese 
labourers and then make them work on as usual 
while wearing these cangues. Under the 
circumstances our countrymen there sre d ing 
one after another under the burdens i on - 
them. Our Consul, Mr. Lin, takes not the 
slightest notice|of these things. Alas! those

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THE RIVER CONSERVANCY 
QUESTION, | 
ee Calis 

(Daily Press, 7th October.) 

Thecomplete abandonment oftheclause in 
the convention of 1901 which provided for 
the establishment at Shanghai of wu local 
River Conservancy Board, wherein all 
interest?, native as well as foreign, were 
amply provided for, cennnot be looked upon 
otherwise than as a completes victury f-r 
the reactionary party. Under cover of 
restoring China’s (territorial rights in an 
nffair where they were never questioned, it. 
has gone back to the old system of sceking 
to control everything from Peking, which 
in the past has proved go disastrous to all. 
Of course the Foreign Inspectorate has 
. been thrown in, aud the work is nominally 
to be ‘under the control of the Com- 
MISSIONER in charge at Shanehai ; but the 
Commissioner at Shanghai is but a figure. 
heal under the command in every detail of 
the Inspecror GENERAL, and has neither 
say nor responsibility, but has in every 
matter outside the daily routine of his office 
to refer to the Inspector GENERAL. Now, 
it is acknowledged that in the control of an 
office which ramifies through the whole of 
China, and in which perfect. uniformity of 
working throughout is an essential feature, 
such a check is necessary; but it becomes 
quite a different thing when the object to he 
gained is the control of a river. Although 
ver hydraulics are a th'ng canablie otf 
reduction to scientific rules; yet not only 
does one river differ widely from another, 
but the same river under altered conditions 
varies so much that only those acquainted 
with its idiosyneracies are capable of 
forming an opinion offhand as to its require- 
ments. This is so well known that it his 
become the custom in all civilised lands to 
leave questions of local conservancy to 
local control; and to interfere as little as 
possible from headquarters. To take a 
modern instance: the conservation of the 
Thames affccts the Government of Great 
Britain far more closely than the conserva- 
tion of the Hwangpo d:es the Chinese 
Government. Imperial control has heen 
tried, and the result is that as a highway of 
trade the commerce of London has been 
suffering so much that of its own motion 
the Government is preparing to hand it over 
to a board locally appointed by the various 
interes(s concerned, the Government taking 
its part as one of these. In Liverpool, 
Glasgow and the Tyne, the Government 
does not even assume this indirect control 
but: leaves practically the whole to the 
local bodies. China herself has had an 
example of the good effects of such a system 
of devolution in the recent improvements 
in the navigation of the river at Tientsin. 
This. urgently-needed work had been for 
years in the hands of the Goverument at 
Peking, with the usual results of procrasti- 
nation and pretended enquiry, During the 
short period when the Allied Commission 
was in charge, and without the necessity of 
going abroad even for an engincer, the 
much-needed work was put in hands; with 
the result that the bends which proved an 
insuperable obstacle in the way of Peking 
were, iu a few months, in a fair way cf Leing 
ramoved. The end is that now steamers can 
caleulate on being able to provzecd to Tientsin 
every lide, athing which for yearshad be some 
an absolute impossibility. In Sbanghai 
likewise the state of the River has Leen for 
the last thirty years steadily deteriorating. 
Remonstrances have becu sent to Peking 
time after time with the one result: each | 
time the Government has respon led that it 
was making enquiries, and as soon as they 
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| were completed it would, of its own motion, | 


begin at once; and cach time, finding that 
the Governments of those most interested | 
the local traders and local authorities, were | 
content to take the promise for the deed, 
the whole las been permitted each time. to 
slide back into the land where all things are 
forgutten. True, we have got the guarantee 
of the Inspectorate of Customs, and doubt- 
less certain diplomatic persons ask in all 
simplicity, what more can you require? 
Now we are not going an inch too far in 
giving utterance to the expression that of 
all the reactionary bodies in China the 
Inspectorate General is the most so. 
Various circumstances have combined to 
bring this about. First, the law of self, 
defence and want of foreign support com- 
pelled ths head of the office to range Limself 
with the reactionary party momentarily in 
power, Secondly, recent events have 
forced the office into being. the garnishee 
of China's foreiga indebtedness, for which 
the Customs revenues have been hypothe- 
eated. Had the Inspecror GENERAL 
been acquainted with the first prin- 
ciples of political economy he would have 
protested against the suicidal policy which 
is underlying the whole of the present 
system. China has for instance lost entirely 
her tea trada with Great Britain and the 
whole of the British colonies through her 
shertsighted fiscal policy. Instead of 
warning her about its evil results. we find 
him actually interfering to make these 
defects permanent. There scemed some 
prospects of manufactures taking root in 
China; new fiscal blunders, aided and 
wbetted-hy the counsels of the Inspectorate 
General, are blighting these in the bud. 
Look at Shanghai Cotton Mills; look at 
Shanghai Docks ; and ask those concerned 
in the management whence their difficulties 
proceed? ‘he answer will afford poor 
gratification to those interested in the trade 
of the chief comm reial port of China, when 
alongside is placed the most recent conven- 
tion placing in the sane hands the control 
of China’s most important harbour. It is 
no secret that the chief actor in bringing 
about the denunciation of the convention of 
1401 was the Deruty Insprctor GENERAL; 
and that it was mainly owing to his repre- 
sentations to the Viceroy of Kiangnan 
that the false agitation about the infringe- 
ment of Chinvs sovereign rights was’ 
brought about. We do not willingly bring 
to the light of day these amimadversions 
because the Inspectorate in its day has 
done splendid service to both China and 
the world at large; but the more we admire 
the past ine more we must regret tlie 
present. (The new Convention,may be a 
matter in itself of secondary consideration ; 
out it is an unmistakeable symptom of evils 
ahead both for China herself, and for those 
concerned in the foreign trade of the 
Empire. 


AMERICA’S POLITICAT 
INFLUENCE. 
~ 
(Daily Prese, 9th October.) 

One of the most noticeable of the changes 
in the political position in the Far East 
which have been brought about by- recent 
events, is the altered position of the United 
States in its relations both to China and 
Japan. America is now recognised as an 
active factor in respect to all questions 
which arice either at Pekiog or Tokyo, and, 
though the fuct has been but partially real. 
ised, it Las undoubtedly exercised a domin- 
aut influence in all the diplomatic questions 
which have arisen both before and during 
the war, This has been due to two causes; 


@ 


first the change which has of late ycars 
come over the United States theu:selves in 
respect to matters of foreign poliey, and 
secondly the increased importance which 
recent developments have shown to attach 
to the Fur Eastern question in its bearing 
upon the possession of a strong, if not no. 
dominant position in the Pacific. The old 
traditional doctrine that the United States 
should abstain from mixing up in matters of 
forcign policy and be content to throw their 
whole energy into the development of their 
internal resources has become very much 
modified of late years. Such a_ policy, 
admirable in theory, has proved impossible 
with a nation having such large commercial 
interests in all parts of the world ; and it is 
now generally recognised that safeguarding 
aud furthering interests abroad is as much 
a part of the stan ling policy of the United 
States as of any other nation. Still there ig, 
and for very sufficient reasons, an antipathy 
{o anything in the way of foreign conquest; 
but even this idea had to give way to the 
force of circumstances after the-termination 
of the war with Spain and the aunexation 
of Manila. The step was justly regarded as 
a new departure and was looked upon with 
little favour hy American statesmen of the 
old schovl, while in Europe it was generally 
looked u: on as the inauguration of a new-- 
phase in American foreign relations, and 
as bringing the United States forward as 
an active element in the affairs of other 
nations, and even with regard to Euro- 
pean political questions. How far it will 
tend in this direction renains still to be 
seen; but one effect of the change has 
been to largely increase the interests of 
America in maintaining her position in the - 
Pacific and seeing that no other nation 
obtained a predominant or, at all events, a 


menacing position in that direction. From 
her known traditional antipathy to 


anything in the form of foreign conquest, 
the United States naturally commanded a 
position of confidence iu the counsels of the 
Governments both in China and Japan; 
and there is no doubt that her influence has 
done much towards the preservation of the 
integrity of the former country, and also 
thatit has formed no small factor in inducing 
Japan to adopt the firm attitude which she 
assumed against Russian aggressions and 
her pretentions to become a dominant power 
on the Pacific. 


It is somewhat noticeable to how small an 
extent the United States bas been taken into 
consideration in the general discussio 13s in 
European journals with respect to affairs in 
the Fur East. Speculation has been rife as _ 
to the position and action of all other great 
nations, aud the various combinations or 
ententes as to ‘future policy have been fully 
discussed with regard to them; but little 
has been suid with respect to the nation 
which has been very largely the moving 
force in all recent diplomatic movements in 
regard both to China aud Japan. This has 
Leen in part due to the characteristic 
absence of display which has marked 
American action. The. United States has 
been specially careful not to thrust herself 
forward in any way calculated to induce 
undesirable opposition. The only instance 
of late years in which she took a prominent 
part iu diplomatic affairs in the Hast was 
with regard to the Trenty she concluded 
with China just before the outbreak of the 
war, declaring Mukden to be open toforeign 
trade. The step was of far-reaching 
importance, but was an accomplished fact 
almost as soon as it was heard of by. the 
oulside world. The position thus main- 
tained, which virtually dec:ared the con- 
tinued territorial rule of China in

Manchuria, was so unassailnble that it had 
to be accepted by Russia, however un- 
palatable it might be to her. In other 
directions probably not less important, 
America has exercised a strong influence 
on the course of events, and there is no 
doubt that she and Great Britain have been 
all along iu accord as to the policy which 
foreign nations generally should adopt in 
the Far East. There is every reason to 
believé this influence will be continued. 
As things have turned out, it is proved that 
it must be of very doubtful advantage to 
any foreign nation to attempt territorial 
conquest in China; and Japan has shown 
that she will oppose anything of the kind 
which may threateu her interests. Thus 
the policy of leaving China alone, with 
which the United States has been for‘long 
identified, has in effect become accepted 
generally; and this fact will tend to 
strengthen American influence still further. 
It is no doubt due in some degree to this 
change in the position of affairs that 
Washington was chosen ns the seat of the 
pence negotiations. It was felt, by Japan 
at all events, that the policy which would 
most commend itself to her and algo to 
foreign nations was that which was most 
in accordance with American views; and 
though Russia naturally had some objection 
to the place chosen, she wisely acquiesced 
in what would tend most to the attainment 
of tke object in view. - In the future there 
is no doubt that American views will 
become an increasingly important factor in 
regard to questions in the East; and in the 
main they were much the sate as those of 
Great Britain; that is, while every 
endeavour will be made to secure all legiti- 
mate improvements in foreign relations 
with: China and Japan, and towards the 
internal improvement of the former, the 
idea of anything in the way of territorial 
conquest by any one nation will not be 
entertained, at all events while matters 
continue as they are at the present time. 


EDUCATION IN CHINA. 
- e— 


(Daily Press, 10th October.) 

An account which is given by the Rev. W. 
Newson Birron, in a recent number of East 
and. West, us to the present state of Chinese 
education must be disappointing to those 
who have of Inte been hoping they could at 


China from within. Time was when the 
majority of persons best capable of judging 
despaired of ever seeing any great advance 
originating among the Chinese themselves. 
Tatterly, however, people of a more sanguine 
disposition had begun to hope that there 
were indications of some definite progress. 
It has been not unnaturally considered 
likely that the object lesson which was pre- 
sented by Japan would have its influence 
upon thé Chinese, especially as the Intter 
have been seeking instruction from their 
active and intelligent neighbour and seemed 
at last to recognise that they might share 
in the advantages which Japan has secured 
through her careful study of foreign ways, 
both political and scientific. It must, indeed, 


have become clear to the more enlightened 
among the Chinese that, if it could only act 
in the same way, similar benefits might be 
obtainable by their country; and this fact 
ence realised it was not too much to hope 
that they would be induced to give up some 
of their antiquated: ideas and strike out a 
new and more practical course for them- 
selves. There seems, however, too much 
reason to conclude that any such change 
must at best.be one of very slow develop- 
ment. No donbt China is endeavouring to 
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gain some instructions from the Japanese, 
but there is too much ground to fear that 
she. will in this instance, as in so many 
other previous instances, endeavour only to 
obtain specific knowledge in particular 
directions in the hope that it may be of use 
to her in strengthening her position in deal- 
ing with foreigners, but with no idea of 
learning anything from Europeans, which 
may enable the Chinese to improve their 
intellectual tone and internal administra- 
tion, and thus raise the status of China as a 
whole. It is noticeable that, in referring to 
the subject, the Chinese always speak of 
foreign methods, never of foreign principles. 
They are (oo fully convinced of the super- 
iority of their country in regard to the latter 
toimaginethat anythingcan possibly be learnt 
from outsiders in this respect. It might 
be thought that what they have seen of late 
ina neighbouring country would to some 
extent have disillusioned them, and that 
their conceit would give way before un- 
deniable facts. But it is clear that, as yet, 
they have learnt very little in this direction; 
and that it will be only by very slow 
degrees that avy radical improvement in 
internal administration cau be hoped for. 
At the same time it is encouraging to find 
that the Rev. Mr. Brrron recognises some 
indications that the Chinese are not so 
blindly attached to their classics as they 
were formerly. He states that ‘in the minds 
of the younger generation, and the more 
intelligent of the older, there has come the 
suspicion deepening into conviction that in 
the crucial teat of foreign relationship Con- 
fucianism has failed them, and they must 
look outside for ihe needed strengthening 
ideas.” This is, no doubt, true; but un- 
fortunately it is equally true that they still 
adhere to the false principles of government 
which are derived from the classics with 
unabated tenacity. So long as they keep 
to their habit of: striving to bring every 
new piece of knowledge within the limits of 
the principles of their defective philosophy, 
there can be little hope that they. will 
materially advance. This, however, has 
been their habit from time immemorial, and 
the belief that nothing can be worthy of 
serious study that has not the stamp of 
aucient Chinese authority is still geuerally 
adhered to. For this reason it is not 
surprisiug that progress has been slow. 
Mr. Brrron poiats oft that “in almost all 
iustances it las b2en the case that colleges 
for Western knowledge in China have been { 
unsuccessful unless under the direction ‘of 
foreigners,” aud he notes pertinently that a 
ty pe of official, nominally in sympathy with 

foreign iustitutions Wut in reality anti. 
foreign in spirit, has within the last few 

ears turned towards Japan as tle place 
where China can “send her youth without 
spoiling their Confucian idealism.” He 
estimates that there are at the present time 

some tivo thousand Chinese Hus a 
in Japan; but he is not hy any means 
sanguine as to the results, and looks upon | 
the movement as a passing phase “ pro- 
ducing dangers which inevitably spring 
from a little knowledge.” 


No doubt past experience goes far to 
justify the fears thus expressed ; but at the 
same time it is open to question whether 
Mr. Brrron does not somewhat under- 
estimate the effect likely to be produced, 
even upon {Chinese stolidity, by coming in 
contact with minds almost as well acquainted 
as their own with their own system of 
morals and philosophy, and yet able 
accurately to grasp the full value, not only 
of the material science, but of the political, 
moral and, to’some extent at least, also the 
religious systems of Western nations, 
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Lessons coming from such a source. must 
have far greater weight-than they can 
possibly have when ught by the ablest 
Europeans, whose knowledgé of the Chinese 
classics and sympathy with Chinese modes 
of thought is, of course, limited as compared 
with that of the Japanese, who in their day 
bare taken all that was good from Chinese 
civilization; and, as time went on, have 
abandoned or modified it in favour of the 
more enlightened ideas: of Western nations 
—who, in fnet, have solved the problem 
which the more advanced thinkers in Ohina 
are now essaying. That some such effect 
is heing produced, there is evidence, in the 
fact that Japanese teachers are. being 
employed in many hundreds of schools in’ 
China. This at least shows that: the Chinese 
are alive to the necessity of obtaining know- 
ledge from the West; but everything must 
depend upon the spirit in which it is 
received. If the Chinese can be rouserg by 
their Japanese instructors to go tothe root 
of matters and‘ to endeavour to extract from 
the civilization of the West its true 
principles instead of confining themselves 
to merely trying to better the instruction 
by infusing it into their own system, there 
is room for hope that by degrees a change 
will be wrought in the Chinese mind which 

may open the door to salutary reforms, both 
political and moral. It is possible that the 
Japanese may have sufficient influence with 
them to inducs them so to approach the 
subject in this spirit, in which case favour- 
able results may in time he looked for. 
Certainly this is the only direction in which 
there seems to be a gleam of hope. Foreign 
nations have failed; but Japan may 
possibly, for the reasons above indicated, ba 

able to convince the Chinese that if they 

wish to maintain their position among the 
nations they must endeavour to acquire a 

rea: knowledge of the principles upou which 

modern civilization is founded; and adapt: 
them (as the Japanese themselyes have 

done) to the circumstances and require- 

ments of their own country, 


CHINA AND MANCHOURIA.

Ir is not a thing of usual occurrence to 
have to blame the Chinese, especially in 
matters diplomatic, of acting with undue 


haste. Perhaps the late attempt at boycott- 


ing American goods may be an instance 
Where haste has been justified by results, 
but even here it is doubtful if a little more 
cireumspectness would not have been equally 
efficacious in bringing about the desired 
result. We have every respect for the 
desire of the Chiuese Government t> get 
rid of its unwelcome Russian guests in 
Manchuria, but we feel anything but asstired 
that in pressing on Russia and Japan its 
wish to Le:at once relieved of the presence 


of tLe alien troops it is really advancing the - 


end it has in view. It would be well for 
China tuo remember that ber. own non- 
chalence and apparent indifference to Rus- 
sia's very evident desire to make herself 
perfectly .xt home along her northern 
frontiers was the main thing that en- 
couraged that Power in her encroachment ;

own engagements; and Russia, should she 
attempt to bring diplomatic pressure, is 
sure to throw this in ber face. If, on the 
other hand, she seek by ill-timed diplomatic 
pressure {o induce Japan to prematurely 
evacunte Manchuria, 
her friendship, she will only hnve succeeded 
in removing the last guarantee she possesses 
for the eventual return to her own rule of 
the coveted territory.

‘however, we are glad to know, the construec- 
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tion of that line by the British and Chinese 
Corporation is well in hand, there is no 
possibility of the agitation in those provinces 
having a successful issue, though it may 
not unlikely cause the syndicate much trouble 
and annoyance. 

This ery of “China for the Chinese” is a 
factor to be reckoned with by foreign syndi- 
eates having railway concessions in the 
country. The idea is evidently prevalent 
in the minds of the younger generation of 
Chinese that what Japan has accomplished 
China can likewise accomplish by the same 
methods. We can see iu many directions 
the influence of the modern history of Japan 
on Chiua, and the fact will not have passed 


-unnoticed that it is the Chinese who have 


studied in Japan who are promoting not only 
this agitation against the foreign control of 
ra‘lways in Japon but many of the more 
laudable movements tending to the reform of 
tue admin‘stration ofthe country. ‘They have 
lived in Japan, have travel ed over her net- 
work of railways, have learnt that though 
some of the trunk lines were built uuder the 
supervision of Nuropean engineers, no foreign 
syndicates supplied the capital and conse- 
queatly one cver exercited control. 
Russian territorial aggrandisemant in 
Mauchurit taught ‘ Young Chiow” that the 
granting ot railway concessions to foreign 
Powers was a meuace t. the integrity of the 
einpire. The history of the Canton-Hankow 
concession enforced the lesson, and now we 


-have throughout the country a public senti- 


ment strongly antagonistic to the employ- 
ment of foreign capital in any more rail- 
ways. Many of the present efforts to 
procure the cancellation of concessions 
already granted will doubtless prove futilo, 
but we shall probably have louz to wait 
bcfore we hear of unother cdneéssion being 
granted by the Chinese Government. 


BRITISH POLICY IN CHINA. 
eg 
(Daily Press 13th October.) 

Tue London Times, in a leading article, 
recently remarked that the policy of “spheres 
of influence” iu China was never one which 
commended itself to the British nation per se. 
“Tt was a device,” said the Times, “ which 
circumstances compelled us to adopt 
when we found that our old-established 
interests were threatened by rivals who had 
less respect for the integrity of China than 
we had-ourselve;, and if, and when, it shall 
ba proved to have served its purpose, we 
shall part with it without a pang.’ The 
provision in. the Anuglo-Japanese Alliance | 
for the maintenance of the _ territorial 
status quo in China, is regarded in itself 
ag enough to show that the time is 
past when a Power, after selecting some 
portion of China as its “ sphere of influence” 
could expind it by a variety of devices, in 
the hope of ultimately converting it into 
something like a freehold. , China herself, 
as wo pointed out yes-erday, is now fully 
alive to the dangers of this policy, and 
we may certainly regard the time -as 
past when what happened in Manchuria 
can be re-enacted in any other part of 
China, The danger now is’ that the re- 
action may for some years operate to the 
detriment of foreign commercial enterprises 
of all kinds in China. Already strong com- 
munications bave been addressed to ‘the 
Brit'sh Guvernment by British residents in 
Shanghai regarding the way in which- the 
Chinese authorities are,/in the matter of 
mining enterprises for exainple,, rendering 
the provisions of the Mackay Treaty abortive. 
The officials will not grant mining. permits 
to foreigners except on conditions which are 
tantamount fo a refusal, and the vernacular 
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press. supplies. ample evidence of the 
hostility of the people to foreign control of 
prospective railways. And yet in spite 


‘ of this hostility we publish this morning 


a summary of an agreement made by 
the Hongkong Guvernment to lend 
£1,100,000 to the Chinese authorities to- 
wards the sum required for the re-purchase 
of the Hankow-Canton railway concession. 
The story at firsé seemed incredible for 
many reasons, but doubt has been 
dispelled by the publication of the agrce- 
ment in a Chinese semi official journal at 
Shanghai. A northern contemporary has 
expressed the opinion that this loan 
will undoubtedly have the effect of 


securing that British influence shall te. 


paramount in the regions served by 
the railway. Very possibly it will, but 
to note that though 
the Chinese acquire by this redemption a 
profitable line of railway running between 
Canton and S.mshui, the security given 
for the loan does not include this or any 
other property of the railway company. 
The security offered and accepted is that 
of the opium revenucs in the three pro- 
vinces of Hupeh, Hunan and Kwangtung 
through which the projected line will pass. 
We trust, however, that. the Government 
has some assurance that the Chinese 
authorities will not rest satisfied with the 
redemption of the concession, but will 
without delay push vigorously on with the 
construction of the line which will open up 
regions of vast possibilities to the trade and 
commerce of the whole world, and in- 
cidentally, we hope, be to the considerable 
benefit of Hongkong. That the British Go- 
vernment has departed from its traditional 
policy of leaving everything to private 
effort in China, so far as to permit the 
Government of Hongkong to make this 
loan, is a matter for sincere congratulation, 
for we regard it as an indication that 
the Government has at last acquired a 
grasp of the economic position in China. 
The fact is realised that those who control 


the railways will almost inevitably contro! 


the commercial future of the country, and 
though this loan by the Hongkong Guvern- 
ment does not secure any coutrol of the 
railway, it at least belps to remove the 
control from a combination whose policy 
would not in all likelihood leave the regions 
traversed by the line as free and open to 
British trade and commerce as they will be 
under the altered conditions.

If that be so, 
the members of the Council must be in 
an exceptionally favoured position... The 
policy of the Pritish Government in regard to 
affairs Chinese has evidently quite recently 
undergone remarkable change, and_ ita 
would be extremely interest ng to hear 
more about it. Probably we should have 
had to wait yet longer for the information 
we already have, bad not a Chinese journal 
in Shanghai, evidently having access fo 
official archives, prematurely published the 
text of the agreement. The very palpable 
restraint shown by His Excen.Lency yester- 
day we take to te an in lication that the 
Chinese, to use the expressive phrase of com- 
mon parlance, have “ given the show away.’ 
But for this evidently unexpected publica- 
tion of the Agreement it might have been 
assumed tlat the words “ other Railway 
purposes” in the Ordinance had reference 
to the section of the Kowloon-Canton rail- 
way beyond the limits-of British territory. 
It is to be regretted that Hts Exckuiency, 
did not take advantage of the opportunity 
yesterday to make some announcement 
as to what progress, if any, is being m:de 
with the negotiations for the making 
of that section of the Canton-Kowloon 
railway which will run through Chinese 
territory, and the only conclusion to be 
drawn from the very guarded utterance of 
the GoveRNoa is that, so far as the 
Kowloon railway is concerned, there is 
no immediate hurry for the money. But 
the terms of the agreement regarding 
the re-purchase of the Canton-Haukow 
railway concession. by the Chinese Govern. 
went, which we reproduced in our issue of 
yesterday, make clear the necessity for 
immediately raising the sum of £1,100,000, 
which the Hongkong Government has agreed 
to lend. An instalment of £400,000 is 
stated to have been paid to the Chinese 
authorities already; and this might be taken 
to indicate that His Excruuency the 
GovERNOR is assured (hat no difficulty will 
be experienced in obtaining the money 
from London, China agreed to pay to the 
American-Clina Development Company, as 
an indemnity for the cancellation of the 
concession, the sum of $6,750,000 gold, 
and the £1,190,009 which the Hongkong 
Government has agreed to lend to the 
Chinese Government practically represents 
the full amount in English currency. All 
British subjects interested in the China 
question will recognise in ‘this a wise 
tud timely stroke of business, and. even 
those who canjlay no claim to a sufficient 
anowledge of'ths new “principles guid- 
ug the ‘policy of the Government,” may 
make a very shrewd guess at their purport. 
Next to the conclusion of the new alliance 
with Japan, the loan is one of the best efforts 
vet made by the British Government to 
keep the door in China open to the trade 


! and commerce of the world.

When the critics of te Government find them- 
selves s> “graveled for lack of matter” that they 
are driven to fall back upon renewing, after a 
year's inactivity, theattack upon the Clock Tower 
the fact shows in a striking and satisfactory man- 
ner how little the Colony has to complain of at 
the hands of its administrators. Presumably if 
there were any very serious wrongs to be put 
right no eloquence or attention would be devoted 
to airing this minor and, to my miud, merely 
imaginary grievance. The fact that attention 
and eloquence have been thus devoted is a toler- 
ably sure indication of a famine in the land where 
In the absence of 
genuine grievances publicists and pressmen 
labour under 8 powerful temptation to manu- 
facture spurious ones. By this I do not mean 
that grievances are consciously and deliberately 
concocted, but that, under the strain of the 
painful necessity of ulterance—a predicament 
meriting general sympathy—critics struggling 
in adversity, searching vainly for things. gone 
wrong, are apt subjectively to create imaginary 
objects of attack, just as Don Quixote's fevered 
fanoy turned the windmills into knights. 

Thus it has come about that many ill-advised 
agitations have been set on foot of late years 
for no better reason apparently than that those 
who must be talking may find something to ° 
say. Many instances will readily occur to old 
residents. They will remember first and fore- 


|most the agitation in favour of representative 


government. “The amount of ostensible 
support that this revolutionary proposal received 


was as astonishing as it was misleading. A. 


petition praying for it was freely signed and 
not only by persons of no account. 
men in leading positions signed it, men who 
subsequently in private were more than ready 
to admit that with a population such as ours. 


the schome would have worked disastrously. 


All sensible men saw that and yet they allowed 
the agitation to go on for years with the con- 
sent that silence is supposed to indicate. Indeed 
it did not die until the departure from the 
Colony of its industrious but misguided pro- 
moter. With the cessation of the latter's tire- 
some advocacy of an impossible idea—with the 
last of his long and dreary harangues on the 
subject—this particularly stupid “cry” sputtered 
ignominiously out. In its inceptioa it was in- 


sincere, in the sense that no one really desired 


the change advocated; no one ever thought it 
safe or even practicible and yet, as loug as the 
“clack ” was kept up, no public protest against 
it was made. ; 

Again, take the more recent cise of the 
agitation ia favour of putting the currency of 
Hongkong on a gold basis independently of any 
action which China might take in the matter. 
The rate of exchange had been falling rapidly 
and, in the panic thus created, many people

First I must attempt to clear the ground over 
‘which the combined attack has been delivered. 
I call it a combined attack because the forces 
which are directed towards the Tower's removal 
are disunited on the question of ifs ultimate 
fate. Aisthetically they are divided into camps 
holding diametrically opposite views as te the 
cause of their discontent. Oa the ove hand 
there is a group protesting that the edifics 
is too ugly to be suffered any longer to 
exist and demanding that it shall be pulled. 
down and cast into the sea. On 
the other there are those who coz- 
sider that. the Tower's architectural morits 
entitle it to a more prominent position ‘than 
it occupies at present and who for this reason 
desire to have it removed and set up on the 
Praya where it may command more general 
attention and confer greater pleasure upon an 
appreciative public: When opinions differ so 
widely the truth of the matter is generally to 
be found about midway between them, and it is 
just here that it seems to me to lie in the 


i present dispute. 


As far as I can seo, the Tower is by 
no means unsightly, of course Taste, is purely 
a personal matter ; one man likes this: style, 
another that; there is no absolute criterion. 
Each man as he moves about the world 
acquires a certain modicum and each man 
naturally prefers his own to any other. For 
myself, I happen -to have seen the Taj and 
the Jumma Musjid and every day I learn some- 
thing from the back view of our own Cricket 
Pavilion and the gentle graces of the Provost 
Prison. Reflecting upon the merits of the last 
two mentioned and remembering that sgainst 
these no outcry has been made I feel streng- 
thened to say that a public whose artistic feelings 
remain unruffied nnder the strain which these 
might have been expected to impose cannot 
seriously pretend to be badly afflicted by anything 
the Clock Tower can conceivably do to offend the 
sight. However, I do not happen to possess any 
special qualifications for jadging architecture 
and can easily conceive that a more highly 
educated eye than mine may be able to detect 
faults to which I am blifid. In matters of detail 
or technique I would be quite prepared to, learn 
that modern canons of art are variously trans- 
jig not 
altogether satisfactory, but, when all is said, 
the total effect, though not arousing. any very 
poignant pleasure, needgive ris3 to no such

Now that the dollar is well over 1s. lld. these 
people must he aware of the unwisdom of the 
outery they then raised and feel grateful to “the 
powers that be’ fer having saved them from 
themselves, Numerous instances might be cited 
to show that in this community it is not at all 
safe to assume that because a certain number of 
people, more vocal than the rest, cry aloud for 
something to be dons, it necessarily means that 
there is any real need or even genuine desirs 
for change. Silence in thes» matters, on the 
part of the people who disapprove does, not 
mean consent in Hongkong; it means faith and 
hope that the Government will do nothing rash. 
In all such oases experience has proved that the 
wisest course for the Goveriment to pursuois a 
policy of masterly inactivity and even in less 
important matters than thosa indic ited the bast 
thing for them to do is just nothing, until the 
storm of exciled words has blown itself out and 
in the succeeding oalm the still small voice of 
wisdom can make itself heard. 

In the comparatively unimportant matter 
of the recontly-renewed attack upon the Clock 
Tower it is earnestly to be hoped that the 
Government may pursue a Fabian policy and 
refuse to surrender, without much better causo 
that has yet been shown, the position hithert 


From one point of view the aspect of the Tower 
is distinctly pleasing. . From the bottom of . 
Pedder Street it is seen to stand well up above 
the old houses immediately behind and with the 
Roman Catholic Cathedral rising stately in the 
back ground and Sir Paul Chater’s towers peep- 
ing over far above, it materially helps to form 
one of the most f.cturesque vistas to be mot 
with ia the streets of Hongkong. Tmagine the 
Clock Tower removed, and try to see, with the 
mind’s eye, the resulting picture with its uvin- 
terrupted view of a. gaping shop-front in 
the pigeon-hole style of architectureand 
you wsll realise what a plain,’ even ugly 
effect would replace the existing one.

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The whole aesthetic case, divided, falls to the

The case for removal, in so far as it rests on the 
plea of invisibility, cannot beso easily disposed of. 
Considerable admissions must te made, though 
not without certain reservations. It may be 
freely admitted at once that peop'e who never go 
half way up the Queen’s Road, or throu gh Pedder 
Street, or along Des Vooux Road where it 
crosses Pedder Street, will never see the Clock 
Tower at all, unless from the higher levels. 
Bot it must not be forgotten that both Pedder 


' Street and Des Vooux Road (where these cross 


and the tram has practically a station) are both 
busy thoroughfares. No clock, whether 
on tower or building, could now ba seen from 
all parts of the town. Put it where you vill 
comparatively few people can profit by it and I 
know of no reason why those who move in the 
vicinity of Pedder Street should not have 
the advantage as well as any others. But this 


is not a point that need be pressed. There aro 


undoubtedly better places for a clock. The 
ideal place at present is the tower on Queen's 
Buildings, visible for a long way both from the 
east and the west. But possibly the Law Courts 
may uplif¢ a still more commanding tower. 
It will bo interesting to seo. 


In any case it may be admitted that our 
old Tower has outlived its time in respect of 
elevation. In these days of sky-scrapers it 
is ‘manifestly out of date. Forty years 
ago it topped the town. To-day the position 
is reversed. What then? If a town.clock 
higher up is really wanted, Lave it by all 


This question raises the main point of the 
combined attack. It is alleged by both 


. demolishers and removers that the Tower blocks 


traffic. This is the most serious allegation 
made and it requires to be seriously considered. 
If it were true the old editice would, rightly 
and properly, have to be moved. . 

Itis not true, I can speak with authorily on 
this point. I have carefully studied the question 
for over a year—ever since the memorable out. 
burst already alluded to. I have watched the 
roadway there to sue what amount of truth was 
in the contention. I have had exceptional op- 
portunities for watching it. 'wo or three and 
often four and five or even six times a day I have 
‘had oceasion to pass up Pedder Street and out 
into the Queen’s Road, or vice versa, in a ricsha. 
Not once have I ever seen anything that could 
fairly be called an obstruction in the traffic, 
Every day I witness obstruction of traffic—in 
Ice House Street, for example—but nover in 
Pedder Street. ‘Lhe allegation was untrue, 
in .the sense of being a gross exaggoration, 
when it was made. It is simply nonsenso 
repeated now. The opening of the electric 
tramway transferred a large stream of traffic 
from Queen’s Road to Des Vosux Road and the 
latter is now for all practical purposes the main 
road. Q1een’s Road is positively quiet compared 
to whatit used to ba and so far from there being 
jam of traffic at the corner by the Post Office, 
I notices that Post Office trucks are often 
left lying in the roadway, empty; apparently 
without any protest from anybody and therefore 
apparently in nobody's way. Put one in Ice 
House Street at the Des Voux Road corner 
and then perhaps the people who decry the 
Clock Tower as an obstruction {o traffic would 
understand what obstruction means. 


The alleged obstruction amounts to this, at 
the present time, that the Tower stands in the 
way of those, and only those, who imitate the 
critics of the Government in wilfully runniog 
their heads up against it. ; 


This pretty well covers the ground chosen by 
the assailants in making their renewed attack. 
On their own ground it is quito easy to defeat 
them. On ground chosen for defense it will, 
I think be easier still. I invite them on to it. 

Tho ground upon which the defenders of the 
Clock Tower would naturally choose to take 
their stand is the general principle, governing all 
present relations with the past, that it is Highly 
undesirable to destroy more than is absolutely 
necessary. Life neads room for growtb, of 
course; and, whenever it can be clearly shown 
that the claims of even the most sacred dead 
interfere with the well-being of the living, 
necessity assumes an absolute aspect and rightly 
refuses to know any law.-. This is the warrant 


‘|man and no 
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nd the vnly warrant for the destruction of the 
records and the relics of the past. 
otherwise than under it is oothing less than 
savagery. In this sense, modern civilization is 
often savage. It is savage when it acts ag if 
unmindful of the humanising view of history 
as “an endless chain of causes and effects ""—a | 
continuous growth, uot a chapter of acciden's, | 
—when it acts as if inspired by nothing 
uobler than the roysterer’s gospel “let us 
eat and drink for to-morrow wo die’; when 
it digs up heedlessly or tramples down ro- 
lentlessly ; when it displays either indifference 
to the hope of the future or forgetfulness of 
what is owed tolthe past; when it is selfish and 
sordid and its outlook is bounded by mean 
material considerations; and again when 
it is wantonly desttuctive.’ The passion 
to destroy is exsentially savage and men, 
even the most modern, frequently display 
savagery when acting together asa crowd. 
A crowd isalways on the verge of destruction. 
The least inflammatory word said, and down go 
the railings and whizz go the stones. It i; so 
in a larger sanse; and when thus the devil of 
destruction enters into and possesses the 


modern spirit modern civilization, then 
beside itself, grows hard and heartless 
and begets savages, clothed though these 


may be in fine linen and frock coate. 
Savages know nothing about the past and care 
less. They live from hand to mouth from day to 
day and ask nothing of- how or whence they 
came or whither they are bound. To ask this 
is the distinguishing feature of the civilized 
man is civilized in the true 
ense who, iu his attitide towards tho future, 
has nv reverent consideration fur the past.- 


It may be said that our chief concern is 
with the future. Undoubtedly it is, Eyes 
front! Forward!” is the everlasting command. 
But we go forward all the more steadily if we | 
do not omit to “ greet the unseen with a cheer.” 
It is the spirit of their ancestors that makes 
Japanese infantry the finest in the world. 
“ Let the dead past bury its dead.” By all means, 
But this does not mean that it shonld 
be quickly forgotten. Let the corpse be decently 
Luried. Don’t stamp a hasty contemptuous 
heel upou its helpless upturned face, Don't 
destroy. Time's fell hand will do that fast 
enough. Be a little tender towards the old 
days and the old ways wherein and whereby the 
roads {0 success, along which, perchance, 
we now go galloping gaily. were painfully laid. 
These were neither levelled without labour nor 
straightened without pain. Inthe top dressing is 
mingled the blood and bones of our forernaners. 
Do not despise the old road builders. They 
builded better than they knew. We who 
follow ia theie footsteps know how well 
It becomes us, therefore, to hold the Colony's 
pist in grateful and affectionate remambrance 
and to guard jealously whatsxever may sreve to 
remind us of the various stages in its progress. 
This is the application of the general principle 
to Hongkoog, ‘he general principle will not 
be gainsaid, nor will its general application to 
the affairs of the Colony. Only its application 
in apirticular instance is under dispute. Let 
me attempt to apply it more narrowly. 


It has frequently been remarked that Far 
Eastern commercial cities are, as a rule, very 
uninteresting. It has often beeu observed 
that the reason is the poverty of their historical 
associations. Projected suddenly into existence 
by an entirely new turao of events they are all 
more or less in the same plight. From tinga- 
pore to Yokohama, the criticism applies, though 
Macao may be held to escape it. Interesting 
in one way they all are, but everyons knows 
what is meant. You arrive; you are pleased 
by the genoral aspect of the town; you land 
and admire fine buildings set out along tbo 
front, like ths guodsin a shop window; you 
are taken to the Club; you go out for a walk; 
you “look round” and all is over. It is different 
when you go to Calcutta. Why? Because 
Calcutta has a story to tell and has preserve 
many monuments to give it point. These oth-rs 
have only short and rather dull stories to relat 
and, as if in despair of making what little there 
is interesting, they have preserved next to 
nothing. | This does not apply only to the Far 
East. It is mach the same with tha commercial 
towns on the Pacific slops—Vancouver, Port- 
land, Seattle, even San Francisco. As regards 
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the latter there is this fo bo eaid, that the 


townspeople are sufficiently advanced to have 
felt the need of monuments. One which I found 


| erected in memory of the fact that R.L.S. 


worked there on a newspaper seemed to show 
the urgency of their need. It is a human need; 
older by far than the Pyramids, old as the stone 
age. and its indulgenéa has a humanising effect. 
This also will not be gainsaid. Only its appli- 
‘ation to the Clock ‘Tower question is missed; 
This I shall strive to make clear. * Ppa! 


Hongkong was for a long (ime better off 
than most Far Eastern towns, though poorer, 
of course, than Maoao, in this respect, Tho 
works of Price made her, at any rate, beautiful 
in places mostly nnregarded now., But there 
has ben a sad failure to preserve, .A fow yearg 
ago Glenealy was a triumph of art) and nature, . 
workicg in combination. Now look at it! 
Glenealy, the most beautiful of Price's many 
dreams is destroyed. Inevitable? Perha ve 
Perha s not. That word is ever in the 
mouths of those who take such things “ lying 
down.” Anyhow, irrevocable, An irrevocably 
old Hongkong is passing away,| and soon 
will disippear beneath the grea ranges of 
modern mountainous buildiugs which tower 
iucreasingly skyward. So be it.) But it is 
just here that the usefulness o the Clock 
Tower, as a reminder of the dayg that wore, 
comes in. Though we have no dramatic history 
of blood and war to commemorate, we have a 
remarkable record of rapid progrdss and this 
story the Clock Tower is batter able! to tell than 
all the books that ever will be written. 


This view of itas a memento of bygone days 
cuts the ground completely from“under the feet 
of the assaulting party, and makes light of the 
reasous advanced for the Tower's demolition, 
You cau indulge a fanciful admission of them 
all (with the exception of tho-alleged block to 
tr iffic, and still remain untouched as a defender. 
Take, for instances, theallegation that the Clock 
cannot well b) seen owing to the way in which 
the height of houses in the vicinity has 
increased. Admit it, Lat m-re high and 
terrific houses, frowning down upon it, 
be put there in fancy or built there in fact. 
This will only increase its value as a historical 
monument, As such, tho fact that it is largely 
invisible becomes highly valuable, because, assoon 
as the fact is seized upon, it kecomes instant- 
ly instructive and in a most striking manner. 
It tells the reflect'vo observer that onca upon a 
time the surrounding houses only came up to 
the knees of our latter day structutes. It tells 
him of a low-built, small, and compact town, 
struggling for existenco manfully with its back 
against the wall of the Peak and anxiously 
looking out for a mouthly mail from England 
and the opium clippers from Calcutta. It 
carries his thoughts bac half a century to the 
pilmy days of British influence in China when 
old King Pum was the inspiring influence, and 
men like Consul Parkes and Harry Keppel 
carried out his vigorous policy. And if ihe 
‘eflective obsorver stops to wonder ey the town 
Clock was placed where if could not be seen from 
the harbour and is ld fo enquire, he will 
learn that the sea only lately! lapped the 
shore nota hundred and fifty yards below it, 
and realise why a Brit'sh Admiral once urged 
the advisability of abandoning th> island beoiuse 
there was vo room fora town to ty on the.. 


mere ledge of land which nature tad provided 
for the purpose, That such thingsover were may 
be ultimate:y disbelieved, or perhaps forgotten 
altogether, unless some outward an 1 visible sign 
is Allowed to remain. Other things, perhaps _ 
better worth remembering, mayalso,beforgotten. ° 
There is only spaca here to hint at the Tower's 
story. Our traditions, all told, arefew,and porhaps 
inglorious. Nevertheless, they are ours and by us 
thay ought to be preserved. “ A poor thing but 
mine own. We ought to be proud of them, if 
only out of a sense of possession, From a 
material point of view we havelreason, as a 
Colony, to ba proud. The rapidity of-our, 
growth, the giant strides of our prospority, are 
among the modern wonders of) the world. 
Proud by all means let us'be, but not with tho 
arrogance of worldly success, True pride does 
not kick away the past. Only purse pride is | 
ashamed of humble origins; its fay of small. 
things is despised, if possible forgotten. ‘Trne_ 
pride reverences all that has enabled it.to rise, 
and our true pride, in showing what we are, | 
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should find please in preserving and display” 

jpg all that shews also what we were. ; 
No monument can tell the story of Hong- 
kong’s progress so well as the Clock Tower. 
Nothing else in the town explains so much; 
nothing in the Colony tells so briefly the broad 
facts. Other story-tellers remain, no doubt, each 
contributing their quota. Government House 
tells the story; Headquarter House tells it; 
East Point tells it by its old-fashioned gateway, 
its beantiful garden, its noble trees. These all 
speak historically, but they do not tell the 
story of the town's growth in particular. This 
the Clock Tower does, and for this reason it is 
earnestly to be desired by all who care for any 
of these things that the hand of the destroyer 
may he stayedand the venerable monument 

. preserved as “a sermon in stone,” as a link 
with the past, as a relic of old Hongkong.

Siz,—Why all this pother about the 
Clock Tower 2? Tho great majority of folk do 
not care two straws whether the Clock Tower 
remains where it is or is thrown into the 
sea. Personally, I have no use for it, and 
as a memorial of Old Hongkong I scarcely 
think it deserves all the fine sentiment your 
contributor has wasted upon it. I disagree with 
the description applied to it by your correspon- 
dent ‘‘ Anti-Mover,” who pictures it as a police- 
man regulating the traffic. Certainly, it stands 
in the middle of the road, and tera the rosem- 
blance ends, for it does not say to the wayward 
ricsha coolie, ‘ Keep to the Right” or “ Keep 
to the Left” as the case may be, but allows 
ricshas and chairs to jostle their way past in 
utter disregard of “the rules of the road,” to 
the great discomfort of their “ fares,” 

The Clock Tower is not a thing of beauty 
and I cannot conceive of it being a joy to any 
one. If the present and future generations are 
interested to know that when the Tower was 


erected in 1862 the water's edge was only a, 
hundred and fifty yards beyond it, I do not see- 


how that information is to be gleaned from a 
solid mass of masonry, unless it be your con- 
tributor’s idea that the Government should 
place a tablet on the Tower mentioning the fact. 

There are many historical records of Honag- 
kovg which tell us where the water-front was in 
the Sixties. Looking up Mr. Deniy's “Treaty 
Ports,” I notice that the Clock ‘Tower was the 
subject of complaint from the time it was 
erected. It is placed, says the historian “in s9 
awkward a position thatit is only conspicuous 
or even visible from a point of view just 
opposite to it.” And so it remains ! 

I have uo idea what precisa object the com- 
munity had in view in erecting it, but presume 
it was a purely utilitarian object, and if that be 
so, [should think the Government would be 
acting conformably to the views of the old 
residents who subscribed to it if they removed 
it to a site on the water-front, and increased 
its height so that “the time o’ day” might be 
seen from any ship in the harbour and by a 


far larger number of residents on shore than:

In the Supreme Court at Shanghai| on the . 
dth inst. the hearing of the case of Dadwell & 
Co., Ld. versus E. J. Moss, was commenced be- 


‘fore Mr. Justice de Sanemarez. 


Mr. R. M. Macleod and Mr. H. EB. Pollook, 
K.C., appeared for the plaintiff company and 
Mr. Francis Ellis and Mr. Duncan MoNeill 
appeared for the defendant. 

Mr. Macleod read the following amended 
petition of the plaintiff company. 

AMENDED PETITION. 

The amended petition of the plantiffs 
sheweth as follows:— ~ 

1.—Plaintiffs are general merchants and 
shipping and insurance and commission agents 
carrying on business at Foochow, in the Empira 
of China, Colombo and elsewhere. 

2.—Defendant is a merchant carrying on 
business at Foochow aforesaid. 

3.—By an agreemont dated the 26th day of 
Nov., 191, and mate between George Benjamin 
Dodwell and the defendant Ernest Joseph Moss 
who were carrying on business under the style 
of Dodwell, Carlill and Co., at Foochow and 
elsewhere, of the one part, and the plaintiff com- 
pany of the other part, it was agreed that thassid 
George Benjamin Dodwell and the defendant 
E. J. Mose should as on the lst day of January, 
1902, assign to the plaintiffs the goodwill of the 
business of Dodwell, Carlill and Co. 

3a.— Plaintiffs have paid to the defendant the 
sum of £1,000 sterling as a consideration for 
such assigom*nt and the agreements on the 
part of the defendant in the said agreement 
coutained, ; 

4.—By clause 4 of the said agreement each of 
the said G. B. Dodwell and the defendant EB. J. 
Moss did thereby agree with the plaintiffs that 
they would not at any time thereafter while the 
plaintiff company ‘should carry on business 
either solely or jointly with, or as manager or 
agent for, any other person or persons or com- 
paoy other than the plaintiff company directly 
or indirectly carry on or be engaged or con- 
cerned or interested in any business of a similar 
character to any of the businessss carried 
on by the plaintiff company at (among other 
places) Foochow or Colombo, and that he would 
not permit or suffer his name to be used or 
employed in carrying on or in connection with 
any such business as aforesaid, save so far as 
he should as a member of the plaintiff company 
bo interested or as offloer or servant or agent 
of the plaintiff company be employed in th 
business of the plaintiff company. 

5.—The said E. J. Moss was up to the 8t

been in no way counected with the plaintiff 
company. 

6~—Defendant E. J. Moss has committed a 
breach of the said clause 4 of the said agree- 
ment dated the 29th November ,19)1.

Mr. Pollock said there were one or two small 
matters on which he would like to address the 
Court. Errors. had crept into the rarticulars 
supplied by his learned friend and there was 
algo an error in the first paragraph of the plain- 
tiffs’ petition. With regard to the particulars 


‘ which had been filed on behalf of the defendant 


it ought to have run “ prior to the overtaking 
of the business by Dodwell, Carlill and Co.’ 
With regard to paragraph 1 of the plaintiff's 
petition after the wording “merchants” it 
ought to run “shipping agent:.” He asked 
that the petition be amerded accordingly. 

Mr. McNeill eaid he did not think his 
Lordship ought to grant this application for 
the alteration of paragraph 1 of the plaintiffs’ 
petition, First the plaintiffs had asked for a 
restraint on the defendant carrying on business 
in Foochow, then they asked for it to includo 
Colombo, and now they went further and asked 
that he should be forbidden from carrying on 
the bus‘ness of a shipping agent. 

Mr. Pollock replied that if bis Lordship would 
refer to paragraph 1 of the smended petition 
he would see that it was stated that the plaintiffs 
were general merchants, shipping agents, 
insurance, and commission agents, &c. It was 
stated-that the p'aintiffs were shipping agen's 
and that was admitted in the‘re-amended answer 
filed on behalf of the defendant. In paragraph 
7 of the amended petition it was stated that 
defendant had permitted his name to be used in 
the business of Moss and Co., as merchants, 
insurance gents, and general shipping agents. 
His learned friend could not now come into this 
Court and say that he did not know there was 
any question about shipping. Counsel sub- 
mitted that it was only reasonable that 
he should be alowed to make paragraph 
1 of the prayer c:rrespond with para- 
graphs 1 and 7 cf the amended petition. Mr. 
MoNeill seemed to rely on the original petition, 
but that was expressed in very general and wide 
terms, and plaintiffs asked that defendant should 
not engage in the business of similar character 
to the plaintiffsin Foochow. Here they were 
asking much more specifically with regard to 
the business. It could not possibly be sug- 
gested seriously that such amendment made at 
such a time could seriously prejudice the defen. 
dant. He did not really expect that his learned 
friend would have opposed it seriously. 

Mr. McNeill—We did not believe up to this 
point that the plaintiffs wished to restrain with 
regard to shipping. 

Counsel argued the case at great length and 
judgment was reserved. 

JUDGMENT. 

Judgment was delivered as follows :— 

The facts of this case as admitted or as 
appearing on the reoord aro as follows : 

Prior to the year 1900 the firm of Dodwell, 
Carlill and Co., of which the defendant was a 
member, was carrying on the business at 
Foochow and Colombo as general merctiauts 
and shipping and insuranca and com- 
mission agents. By an agreement dated 
the 29th of November, 1990, George Benjamin 
Dodwell and the defendant, who at that dute 


‘appear to have acquired all the interest in the 


firm of Dodwell, Carlill and Co., assigned to 
the plaintiffs the goodwill of that business at- 
Foochow and Colombo. ‘I he defendant received 
£1.000 in cash for his share of the goodwill, 
which in certain events which happened was tu 
be refunded, and became the manager of the new 
firm at a salary-of £1,009 a year with a year'y 
increase of £50. Iam unable to find that the 
defendant was a shareholder in the new com- 
pany, but it would seem that be is not, but he 
has received the sum of £1,000 which is liable 
to be refunded, and hasbeen manager of the new 
company in Foochow down to the 8th of May 
last, when he resigned of hig own free will, and 
has commenced business in Foochow, either

Cao the defendant show that- a covenant 
restraining him from entering into competition 
with his employers at tha place whera they 
carry on business is unreasonable? On the 
contrary I think his conduct is calculated to 
seriously injure the plaintiffs in their enjoyment 
of what he scld to them and in their business 
with which he has contractad not to compete ; 
this covenant is reas»nable and is therefore 
enforceable. 

Now we have two constractions, one offered by 
the defendant, which if it is not absurd, is such 
a3 to render the covenint void ; another offered 
by the plaintiffs, which, at all events as 
regards that part on which [ am asked to pro. 
nounes, is intellizible and such as t> render the 
covenant enforceable. In default of more I 
must give it the construction by which res 
maqis veleat quam pereat.

‘J he defendant admits the agreement and his 
breach of it, but pleads that the agreement is 
in restraiat of tride, opposed to public policy 
and therefore voi’. 

The principal difficulty in this case iy the 
construction of the agreement which may ba 
read in two ways. According to the defendant's 
contention the words “at F.ochow or Colombo, 
ete.,” refer to the business carried on by the 
compamy thus leaving the srea in which 
defesdant is not to carry on business undefined 
or world-wide, while the plaintiffs contend 
that the words ‘at Foochow and Colombo, 
ec,’ do not relate to the business but specify 
the places at which the defendant is debarred 
from competing with the plaintiffs, There is 
no evidence to show which of these construce 
tions wa in the mind of the parties at the tim. | 
the contract was mide, and grammatically 
‘either interpretation is possible.

A SENSATIONAL SEIZURE. 

I wired you yesterday evening the information 
that Chan-Tung-Sang’s properties had been 
saized by the Viceroy’s orders. This sensational 
case is the one topic of conversation in Canton 
just now, According to tho latest information 
received the following are the details of the 
affair :—At 3.30 p.m. yesterday Viceroy Shum 
gave orders to the Canton prefect, the Namhoi 
magistrate, and a military officer to seize a!) 
properties bel .nging to the following p«rgons: 
Chan-Tung-Sang, the late Chan-Tit-Sai and 
Poon-Vian-Po. The two former have been 
treasurers of the Hoppo of Canton and the 
latter chief accountant to the Treasury during 
‘Chan-Tung-Sang and the late C han-Tit-Sai's 
torm of office. Chan-Tit-S.i’s house in Kwong 
Nea lane was first seized and at 4 p.m. Chan- 
Tung-Sang’s house in Po-wah-ching- -cheung 
Yenk was seized. Later on the Poon-yu seized 
Poon-min-Po’s house in  Woi-Loong-sha 
(southern suburb), Four cl8rks were detailed 
to take an inventory of the furniture 
jewellery, monies, etc., in Chan- -Tung-Sang's 
house. The immates being mostly women, about 
60 in number, no resistance was offered. The 
prefect telephoned t> the Viceroy asking for 
instructions with regard to these women and 
also asked for more braves as the house was too 
large to be adequately guarded by the 100 men 
that had been first despatched. While the 
house was being surrounded the eleventh co3- 
cubine attempted to escape by the back door 
but was soon arrested by ‘he braycs and brought 
back to the house. She had a box of jewellery 
in her hands and fainted when she was stopped. 
It is rumcured that Viceroy Shnm has given 
ordera to arrest Chau-Tung-Sang's sons who 
happened to be out at the time of the seizure. 
I presume they must have bolted by this timo, 

Later, 

Itis rumoured that te’ egraphic instructions 
were sant to the Shanghai Taotai yesterday to 
arrest Chan-Tung-Sang who is said to be in 
thot port and that Chau bas been iuveigled 
into the Taotai’s Yamen and detained pendiog 
further instructions. Chau’s situation in this 
mat ter ig rather a complicated one. It is said 
that he js a naturalized British subject aod a 
J. P. in Hongkong; as such he is no doubé 
entitled to ‘British protection. Hoe is held by 
the Chinese anthorities on the other hand to te 
purely and simply a Chinese subject. Some 
curious devolopments many be shortly expected 
in connection with this sensational affair. The 
value of the properties s-ized is estimated at 
over 300,000 taels. 

ONLY TWO LAME HORSES, 

Hitherto a number of horses were kept in the 
different military camps arouod Canton, bnt 
these havo gradually disappeare | through old 
age and sickness and Have not been replaced. 
Yesterday the commandant of the Shuntak 
district took his braves {o tho oourt ontside the 
East gate for shooting practice on horseback. 
There were a few hundred soldiers but only two 
old horses borrowed for the occasion were 
provided for them. 

AN ITALIAN MEMBER OF PARLIAMENT IN 

CANTON, 

As stited in my previous letter-we have.in 
our midst at present the Honourable Dr. 
Marisca, the first member of the Italian parlia- 
ment to visit this part of Asia. Our. disting- 
guishel visitor. has already visited India. and 
after visiting our city will return to Hongkong 
via Macao. The Honourable Dr. Marisca is 
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studying very carefully both. from an economic 
and commercial point of view the new condition 
of affuirs created by the Russo-Japanese war. 
He recognises that historically and economically 
& new era is dawning after the war, and 
considers that there. is a great future for 
Italy in th» Far East and that if the Italian 
navigation companies were to run their 
steamers to Japan a good trade might be 
developed as the Japanese are on friendly terms 
with the Italians. oye 
A LUCKY FALL. 

A curious accident happened yesterday in 
the neighbourhood of the Tai-Ping gate. A 
workman who was standing on a bamboo 
scaffolding lost his balance and fell about 30. 
feet just as a funeral procession was passing 
under him. He dropped on the chair which 
was carrying the ancestral tablets and was none 
the worse for his fall. 

JIU-JITSU FOR THE CHINESE, 

A professor of Jiu-Jitsu has arrived. here 
from Japan and is instracting the military 
students in the art of self-defence. 

FURTHER SEIZURES, 

Yesterday Fu-Ka-Tai, Chau-Tung-Sang's 
maternal uncle and predecessor as treasurer, 
was arrested by the Nam-Hoi. magistrate and 
detained in Chan-'Tung-Sang’s house in the 
Po- Wa-Ching-Chung-Yenk. Ho was removed 
a litle later {o the Nam Hoi magistracy: Fu's 
house has been seized, together with other 
properties owned by him in Sco-Poo Hong and 
in the Fung-Yuen-‘Tai-Kai. 

Chan-Tung-Sang's tenth concubine, who 
has been under medical attendance for some 
time, was released from custody by order of 
Viceroy Shum at tho request of Doctor Raslagh, 
her medical attendant. She was not allowed 
to take anythiog with her, and was only released 
after a Chinese doctor had visited her to ascer- 
tain that she was really ill. 

CJUNIERFEITERS ARRESTED. ; 

A reward of $10,000 was recently offered to 
auy person giving information that would 
lead to the arrest of certain counterfeiters, 
who were known to be operating somewhere}in 
the neighbcurhood of the Wai-chow prefecture. 
They were unexpectedly found yesterday by a 
number of soldier: in a honse at Po-lo, in the 
Wai chow District, in the conrse of @. seareh 
for robbers who were said to be in hiding in 
that town. Three stamping machioes and six 
{ranks full of finished coins were discovered, 
together with a quantity of lead and tia, The 
counterfeiters made a desperate attempt to 
escape and a free fight ensued. They were 
ovrpowered, however, and three men were 
arrested. Accord ng (to Chinese law these men. 
will be beheaded.

THE CASE OF CHAU TUNG-SANG. 

Yesterday afternoon Chau-Tung-Sane’s 
concubines and daughters (20 in all), together 
with their male and female servante, (about 50 
in number) were transferred to the Tai-Ting 
Yamen in the Walled City. The same day 
the late Chau Tit-Sai’s family ( 8 individuals) 
and about 15 servants were removed from this 
house to the Sui-LoTaotai's yamen, Fu Ka-Tai 
was lodged with his family at the Nam-Hoi 
magistracy. All the women, concubines, 
daughters, or servant girls will be released, on 
security being given by substantial firms or 
persons, according to Chinese law, so that the 
officials may be free from responsibility. Other- 
wise people-might hide them somewhere and 
then claim them from the mandarin or bring 
charges of murder, poisoning, etc., against them. 
All the furniture, jewellery, otc., seized in the 
different houses will be removed to-day to the 
Sin-Hau-Kuk; it is said that thie, together 
with the household properties seized is valued 
at over 1,000,000 Taels. Lok Chi-Tong was 
arrested yesterday at Koon-Yum-Shan (the 
ie temple of the Goddess of Mercy) and his house 
in the Ying Lane has been seized by the 
Poon Yu Magistrate. Lok was Chan's brother. 
in-law. 
The following'is a translation of Chau-Tun g- 
Sang’s history published in the On gu Po:— 
-“Chau-Tung-shang is of very humble 
origin ; his parants were poor and were living 
ons from hand to mouth. His maternal uncle, 
Fu-Kwong, was chief clerk and treasurer to 
the Hoppo. Chau was then quite a young man. 
Chan's family was assisted in those days by Fu. 
Fu-Kwong having saved some money retired 
and purchased an expeciant Taotaiship. He 
resigned after giving to Chau Tuog-Sang his 
nephew the position he held in the Hoppo's 
yamen. Chau made use of the money in the 
treasury to go into all sorts of businesses and 
amassed a considerable fortune in a few yerrs 
He purchased official rank (an expectant Taotai- 
ship) and built a large house for himself in Tun g- 
wang-kai, in the new walled city. Chau Chi.

Shortly 
afterwards, Lun-Yuen's term of office having 
expired, Chan Tung-Sang went back to Peking 


with his friend and spent enormons sums of | 


money to secure his appvintment as a secretary 
to the Chinese Legation in London. When the 
Edict was published, however, Chau Tung- 


Sang’s name did net appear and he thus 


found that he had been cheated out 
of an imporlant sum of money. The 
late Tit-sai, Chau Tung-Sang's cousin. had 
a very goo] reputation; he was law abiding, 
very careful in his dealings and seldom made 
any errors. It is believed that he did not 
know until quite recently the exact amount 
of the deficit left by his predecessors.” 

The more recent part of Chau's history is 
known to everybody. He invested considerable 
sums of money both in Hougkong and Shang: 
hai and lately went to Peking where he practi- 
cally bought his nomination as Minister to 
Belgium which was so sonn to be cancelled. 

Viceroy Shum has been exceptionally severe 
towards Chau Tuug-Shang, leaving aside all 
the suffering and humiliation the innocent 
members of his famil? have been subjected to. 
Peculation amongst officials in China is the 
rule. It is the system which is bad and the 
sooner reform is introduced in this important 
matter the better for all concerned, the govern- 
ning and the governed alike. 

SEIZURE OF TAM YING KONG CLUB. 

The seizure of this clab owned by Chau 
Tung-Sang together with house and a coal- 
godown containing about 104,000 dollars worth 
of Hongay coal closes the list of the properties 
seized by the authcrities. It is reported in 
connection with the above news that the lessea 
of the club will sufferjsome loss as part of the 
furniture seized is said to belong to him. 

THB ITALIAN STEAMER “ DOMINICO.” 

The wrecked Italian steamer Dominico which 
was recently sold by auction and knocked down 
to Kit-Kee of Hongkong for $1,950 is reported 
to have keen totally broken up by the last 
typhoon. The junk that was lying by with the 
salvage gsar on board has also foundered during 
the storm. This mieans a net loss to the specu- 
ators of nearly three theusand dollars.

At atout 10 a.m. yesterday morning a fire 
broke out in Wong-Sha near the Cheong 
Kwong Temple. Hundreds of pumps responded 
to the gong calls and the conflagration was 
prevented from extending. Two family houses 
were, however, burnt to the ground. 

' «KITES AND TELEPHONES. 

There is no plaything more agreeable to tle 
Chinese kiddies than the kite. Ki‘e flying is 
prac'ised all over the Celestial empire by yc ung 
and old alike. Itis a very ancient pastime. 
The sport is at its height at this time of the 
year and thousends of cbildron ascend the city 
Walls to fly their little kites. This year, however. 
owing {to the instalation of the telephone 
sysiem in Canton, thousands of kites came to 
an untimely end on the wires encircling the 
walled city. In tbeir efforts to disentangle 
than the little boys pull on the strings and in 
many places have tied up 50 or 60 wires to- 
gether. The result is obvious; complaints 
have been recoived by the central telephone 
exchange from all quarters. In many places 
it was absolutely impossible to use the 
instruments. Four or five different voices, if 
not languages, being simultaneously heard. The 
telephone company have had to engage a 
special staff to keep their wires clear of kites.

CANTON-HANKOW RAILWAY. 

At 10 o'clock yesterday morning, Taotai 
Wong Ping-Yau accompanied by several officials; 
Fung Sik-Ka, assistant prefect, Wen Tsung- 
Kao, taotai; Wong Tsan-Ting, deputy of the 
Canton-H onkow railway, and two representatives 
of the local gentry, Lai Kwai-Pui, and Leong 
Sui-Shan called at the Yuet-Han railway head- 
office off the*Shameen to take over the concern 
from Mr.N.Cito. Of the eight items I reported 
yesterday only the following business was tran- 
sacted, viz:—The suthorities took aver three 
cases of plans, one case of title deeds and all the 
surveyiog instruments. After going throngh 
everyth'ng very carefully, item by item, accord- 
ing to the inventory, the party proceeded with 
Mr. Cito to the offices of the International 
Banking Corporation to go through the working 
accounts and to take over the money deposited 
on current account in that bank. After the 
accounts were gone through it-is said that 
Mr. Cito asked for remuneration for services 
rendered in comivg {o Canton to hand over tho 
concern. Wong Ping-Yau replied that the 
Chinese Government had redeemed the co ncern 
from the American Development Company and 
that it was the Jattor’s duty to appoint a delegato 
to make the transfer; that Mr. Cito’s work 
was part of the contract,and that he was entitled 
to no remuneration whatever from the Chinese 
authorities. A hot discussion ensued between 
Wen Taotai and Mr. Cito in the course of which 
the former, picking up a box of matebes which 
was lying on the bank matager’s table, said: 
“Mr. Cito, suppose you were to sell me this box 
of matches, is it pot your duty to deliver it over to 
me before I pay for it?” He further argued that 


it was the buyer’s right to see that what he had. 


bought was delivered {o him as it was part of 
the contract. He pointed out that it was tho 
Development Co.’s duty to send somebody to 
deliver everything over, item by item. The 
discussion continued and arguments were 
developed on both sides. They were finally 
persuaded to drop the matter for the present. 
Bofore leaving, Wen Taotai told the manager 
of the bank that as the accounts had been 
handed over no one could draw any money out 
of the railway account without. his authority. 
When the party returned to Wong Taotai’s 
Yamen, Mr. Wen suggested that it was advis-

: A COSTLY BED. 

Amongst the furniture seized in Chau Tang- 
Sang’s house there is said to be a very fine bed 
worth 30,000 tnels. It is beautifully carved 
and inlaid- with ivory and mother-of-pearl. - 
The front is ornamented with two beautiful 
ivory peacocks whose eyes are set with resl 
pearls. Diamonds are also chased here and 
there in the designs; and the whole is said to 
present a very rich and pleasing sight. It was 
Chau Tung-Sang’s No 1 wife’s bed.

HONGKONG GOVERNMENT ADVANCES A LOAN | 


It hss recently been reported that the 
Colonial Government of Hongkong had agreed 
to lend the Viceroy Chang Chih-tung a sum 
of £1,100,090 towards the amount required to 
redeein the concession granted to the American- 
China Development Company for the construc- 
tion of a railway from Canton to Hankow but 
in the absence of any cfficial confirmation the 
report has been geuerally received with 
inoredulity. A vernacular paper in the North 
has set all doubts regarding the report at reat by 
publishing the text of the agreement. Accord- 
ing to a translation made by the Shanghai 
Mercury the Hongkong Government agrees with 
. the Viceroy Chang Chih-tang to raise a loan 
amounting to the sum of £1, 100,000 sterling on 
behalf of the Viceroys and Governors of Hupeh, 


Hunan and Canton and their successors to 


redeem the Haukow-Canton Railway from the 
American syndicate, for which transaction 
Chang Kung-pao has the sole right, duly 
given by an Imperial order. The terms of the 
loan are for ten years counting from the 6th 
October, 1905. The principal and interest of the 
loan will be repayable ia ten annual instalments 
and will be £110,000, and the first instalment 
will be paid on the 19th day of the eighth moon 
of the next year (1906). Should the three 
provinces after paying the fifth instalment 
think fig to pay all the principal and 
- interest at one time, six months’ previous 

notice is necessary. When the principal an: 
interest are completely paid the agreements 
will be void from that date. The rate of 
interest of the loan is 44 per cent. par annum. 


The repayment will be made to the Treasury 
of the i 
menfioned in the annex of the agreement 
either by bill.of exchange or in cash at 
the rate of exchange then prevailing. The 
seourity of the loan is the opium rewennes 
ia the thtee provinces of Hupeh, Hunan and 
Canton. The security shull not be placed as 
seourity for other loaus than this unless the 
present loan is first redeemed. In the eront of 
revenue not proving sufficient the Viceroy at 
Wuchang shall inform the British authorities 
of which province the revenue is not enough 
and some other suitable iacoms shall bs placed 
as security for this loan which will be placed 
under the contro! of the Maritime Customs. 
The bonds with the seal of the Viceroy of 
Hukwang and the signature of " the 
commissioners of the Marilime Customs at 
Hankow ‘will be kept at H.B.M.'’s Con- 
sulate General at Hankow with the principal 
and interest mentioned in the same, and in case 
“of any failare on the part of the Viceroy in 
paying’ any of the instalments at Hongkong 
the bonds will be produced by H.B.M.'s Consul- 
General at Hankow to claim the sum from 
either one of the three provincas, and the 
officia's of the three provinces shall be informed 
of this accordingly. 

The sum of £400,000 sterling will be paid on 
the 6th October by the Hongkong Government 
to Chang Kung-pao at Wuchang through the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Banking Corporation 
and £701,000 will be sent to Sir Chengtung 
Liang Cheng, Chinese Minister to Washington, 
payable at New York. H.B.M.’s Consul-gen-ral 
at Hankow is entrusted by the Hongkong 
Government to see that the money is used 
for the purpose of the Hankow-Canton Rail- 
way. The Waiwupu shall inform the British 
Minister to Peking before this agreement is 
signed that the agreement has bsen duly sanc- 
tioned by an Imperial Decree. The Vicaroy 
at Canton states that he will not object ty ihe 
opium revenue of Kwangtung being ado 
security for this loan, the stipulation of Yhis 
agresmont. Tho agreement is written both in 
Eaglish and Chineso aud made in six copies, 
one to be given t> the Viceroy of Hukwang 
Province, one to the Viceroy of Liang Kwang, 
one the Governor of Hunan, ono to the 
Governor of Hupeh, one to the Governor of 
Hongkong, one to the British Minister to 
Peking, and another to H.B.M.’s Consul Gen- 
eral at Hankow.. The authoritative text is to 
be the English text in case of any dispute.

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THE CANTON SENSATION.

Our Canton correspondent, writing on the 
10th inst, says:—Tho Viceroy issued a pro- 
clamation yesterday which has since been 
copied .and posted all over the city by the local 
authorities. Tho following is a literal transla- 
{ion of the proclamation :— : 


“ This proc!amation is issued to inform the 
people that Chau-Tuog-Shang alias Chow- 
Wing-Yew, and the Inte Chau-Tit-Sai alias 
Chau-Kai-Chee, together with tha former 
Hoppo's Treasurers, Fu-Yung and Fu-Kwong, 
and others have misappropriated and stolen 
Government revenues to the extent of over 
two million and a half taels. The former 
clerk of the Hoppo’s registry depariment 
assicted Chau-Tuug-Sang and the late Chau- 
Tit-Sai in falsifying the accounts of tho trea- 
sury from Chau-Tit-Lais treasurersiip right 
back to the time, when Fa-Yung and Fu-Kwong 
were in office. He has rendered a false 
statement of accounts in a memorial to the 
government dividing the large profits between 
them. Chow-l'ung-Shan tock the lirgest 
share and misappropriated more money than 
tha others. I have already brought the matter 
to the notice of the Throne and have received 
instrnctlions to cashier and arrest Chau-Tung- 
Saug and have him tried in Court, a'so to make 
inquiries and seize al the properties belong- 
ing to Chau-Tung-Saog, Chau-Tit-Sai and 
others, and to dispose of same to make up the 
deficit caused by their dishonesty. I hereby 
notify all shops and firms ion which Chau-Tung 
Sang and others are partners and all those who 
bave interests iu which Chau-Tung-Sang has 
ashare. Full particulars must be sent to me 
of all monies deposited by them or borrowed 
from them, and of all leaseholl properties 
which have been purchased and are still 
owed in partnership with them. 


“ The monies must ba hauded over t> me to 
make good the amounts misappropriated by 
them. I have alrealy discovered that a pawn- 
shop iu Shap-pat-po in which Chau-Tung-Sang 
is a partoer, has had the audacity to manipulate 
their books, tearing szveral leaves out, and 
making falso entries in them, “Also that a 
large drug-firm named Koong Yik, in Kut- 
cheoug streat, have defaced or rubbed out im- 
portant items in their account books. Such 
attempts to defraud the Government are daring, 
indeed. I have given orders to the Namhoi 
magistrate and to the prefect to have thes two 
shops seized. I have in consequence ordered the 
Prefect and the Namhoi magistrate to post this 
proclamation in promiuent places in the city as 
a warning to the gentry, merchants, traders 
and the pnblic in general, that if any of them 
are in partnership with Chau-Tung-Sang and 
others in any business whatsoever, or interested 
in any leasehold properties, tho capital of which 
belongs to them either os managers, or as 
tenants of houses owned by them, or as having 
monies borrowed from them, all and every- 
one must send a detailed statement of particulars 
to the prefect withia five days from tho publish- 
ing of this proclamation. The prefect will 
submit them to me and await my orders. You 
need not be afraid to forward your petition. I 
tell you honestly it will not involve the peti- 
tioner. But if any of you attempt to conceal 
such partnerships, interest, etc., or try to falsify 
books of account, I will cause tho shop or firm 
to be seized, confiscated and sold, and will 
give 20 per cent. of the proceeds to the infor- 
mant as an inducement to give imformation. 
I am investigating the Hoppu’s Treasury 
accounts and whatever I may say I will adhoro 
to my words. I command you all to take notics 
of andabstain from disobeying this proclamation, 
thus avoiding repentance hereafter should it be 
discovered that you have disobeyed. 


Various rumours are current here concerning 
Chau's whereabouts ; it was even said yesterday 
tbat he had committed suicide in Shanghai 
(Tunkam); others say that Chau-Tung-Shang 
was detained by the Shanghai Taotai but was 
subsequently released at the request of the 
British Consul-General of that port, I have 
so far been unable to get confirmation of any of 


the above rumours,

STATEMENT BY THE COMMITIEE. | 
~ ec, : : \ “ 

The Committee of Mavagement of the Hong- 
kong Young Men's Christian Association send 
us the following statement regarding tho Class 
Distinctions alleged to have been set up by the - 
European Department of the Young Mon’s 
Christian Association of Hongkong:— . 

“ This Association has been under fita in the- 
public press during the lost few months, but 
has hitherto remuined silent. No doubt this- 
silence has ben interpreted by many as an 
admission of the truth of the statements and 
charges therein made. Such an interpretation 
is incorrect. The failure to speak up to this 


‘time bas been partly due to the fact that many 


of the attacks have borne unmistakable marks 
of insincerity, This has been evident not only 
from the many untruthfal and misleading state- 

meuts made (when the real truth could have 

been ascertained with a littly pains); buat also 

from the generally rancorous tone of the 

attacks in question. The chief reason for our 

silence was the desire not to complicate a very 

difficult qnestion at a time when we were using 

every eudeavour {o arrive at a solution’ that 

would be satisfactory to all concerned, and 

when we, the Committees, in view of the interests 

and difficulties involved, were not yet in a 

position, nor propared, to speak for the Associa. ° 
tion. i 

‘ The limits of this letter preclude our taking 
up the said untruthful and misleading state- 
ments and dealing with them one by one, nor 
would any useful purpose be thus served. Let 
us go at once fo the root of the matter. 

‘What is the charge? ‘Briefly, that the 
members of this Society, organ'sed under the 
well known name given above, have deliberately 
decided to oxclude from their membership 
certain classes, namely, non-Europeans and 
Service men. 

“ At the outset, instead of picturing these 
members as a lot of pharisaical Christians, who 
look with disdain on- the Gentile world, let us 
see who they are;—thesa 160 men. Roughly 
speaking, 80 of them are ‘active’ members, that 
is, members of Christian ‘churches ; not saints, 
but moa of flesh and bleed; not men who ‘pose’ 
as Christians avd aay, ‘I am holier than thou,’ 
but mon who acknowledge their own weaknesse3 
and seek the help that comes in the sarvica of 
the church. If these men were to be arraigned 
before a competent judge, no doubt each one of 
them would be found to have at least a modicum 
of class prejudice, and perhaps some of them 
would have a considerable amount of it (the 
millenium has not yet arrived), but it is safe to 
say that the entire 80 would be as free from itas 
any 80 men chosen from the local community. 

“Thirteen of thes: 80 men composs the 
Committee of Management, which has the 
responsible direction of the Association's affairs. 
This Committee is selected aunually by ballot 
by the active members. 

“The other 80 men are ‘associate’ members, 
that is, they make no profession of membership 
inaoy church. It isa well-known fact among 
the Associations the world over that these men 
join the Society on account of its club features. 

“Against whom, then, is the above charge 
aimed? Manifestly it could not be justly 
aimed at the associate members. Nor can the 
active members be held respousibls, for to the 
Committee of Mavagement~ had been delegated 
the power to pass upon all applications for 
membership. This Committee, then, accept 
the responsibility for whatever action has been 
taken. 

“ We did sanction temporarily the setting up 
of certain limitations to membership. Why ? 
Not from any class prejudice, but with real 
regret that conditions seemed to demand sych a 
course. . ; 

“ The plan of organization of this Suciely in 
Hongkong is what is. known asthe ‘ metro- 
politan ’ plan, so successfully ‘used in tha Weat. 
This plau provides for separate Associations for 
the various sections of the community, each 
with its own independent management, but all. 
bound together by one Board of Directors, on 
which each Association has ita representatives. 
This plan grew out of experience in ‘the Weat- 
which has shown that more effective work could 
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bs done by Associations formed for the 
different sections of theo community. Tho 
success of this plau has been largely duo, no 
doubt, to the fact that these different soctions 
have themselves desired separate Assoc’ation. 
It is evident now that the local conditions ia 
Hongkong are not as propitious for the 
sucessful working out of this plan asin the 
West, but it was hoped at tha inception of the 
movement here that these separate Associations 
would be organized before there was auy 
unfounded suspicion that the Assoziations 
already formed were animated by any clnas 
feeling. To this end the constitution provided 
for (chinese, European, Army, and Nary 


Associations, with a clans; staling that Depart- | 


ments would be formed as the work might 
demind. In addition to thosa named, the 
management had in mind the formation 


of Associations for the college students, and | 


non-Enuropeans other than those mentioned. 
For reisons that are immaterial to this dis- 
cussion the time has not yet seemed ripe for the 


launching -of these various Associations, and ' 


the managers, knowing that class distinctions 


are a fact in Hongkong life, saw that the | 


original scope of this department would have to 
ba widened, sinco it would be unchiristian to 
exclud2 any class for whom no provision had 
been made. In bringing tuis about two things 
had been taken into con-iderajion, (1) the 
feeling (right or wrong) on the purl of the 
members that this depar{ment was intended 


_exclusively for European civilians; (2) our 


obligation {o those who stood at the back of us | 


financially demanded that we should move with 
caution. Coincident with our efforts at a 
solution of th‘s question we have been subj: cted 
to these. scurrilous attacks, aud our problem 
has baen thus rendered even moro difficult. 
“Ata gen:ral meeting of the members held 
on the 18th of September it was found that a 
majority were in favonr of admitting soldiers 
and sailors. This Committee, therefore, having 
arrived at a probable-solutiou of the difficulties 
involved, at its regular meeting on the 2nd of 
Octoher, voted unanimously to admit not only 
service men but any persons who might apply, 


“FOUR THOUSAND YEARS OF 
JOHN CHINAMAN.” 


This was the title of a lecture delivered {(o 
the members of the Y.M.C.A. at their Rooms 
last night by Mr. J. Dyer Ball. Dealing with 
their origin, Mr. Ball said wa first knew about 
the Chinese about 4,70) years agu, but where 
they came from was not kuown, at least with 
certainty. The mytho'ory of the Chiuese pre- 
ceded their reil history, then cime the 
legendary history. Th pract'ce of agriculture 
and the use of wheeled vehiclss commenced 
about thistime, during the re‘gn of Whang Ti, 
whose dominioas extended as far South as the 
Yaugtsza, No ons hid even attempted to 
wrest the honour of the discovery of porcelain, 
lacquer ware and tho minufacture of silk from 
the Chines>, and it was the wife of Whang Ti 


(B.C. 2,600) who was said to Lave first farmed. 


silk worms. The next period was tha Golden 
Age, during which roads were mad> aud vessels 
built for the first (ime. The idea of boats is 
said to hare originated from the study of leaves 
floating upou water. Chopsticks also cams 
into use during- this period, when the Chinese 
did not exceed mora than two millions; 
in fact the Chinese population never 
numbered more than 60 millions until the 
end of ths I17th contury. The Yellow 
River and the province of Honan were brought 
under oultiration in the Gulden Age, but other 
parts of China were over-raa by wild beasts. 
The Chineze were not the first psople to inhabit 
that great lind, but they either tried to drive 


_ out the aborigines or took them into their own 


body politic. At the period of the development 
of Honan everyone was so honest ia Uhina 
that nothing was stol2n and all one had to do 


to keep a man prisoner was to draw a circle 


round: him and he was confined. As in ancient 
Peru aud Mexico kuotted cords were used at 
this time instead of writing, bub they advanczd 
io due course tothe knotched stick method of 
conveying their ideas, picture writing, oud 
finally ‘to writing on paper. In the next ora, 
Feudalism prevailed and the people were con- 


‘ gtantly at war with each other, This strifo was 
succeeded by the rise of Greater China. The 


principal figure at thistime was;Tsinshih-huaug- 
Ti, styled (he Napoloon of China. Ho built the 
- great walland constructed canals and roads, some 
| of which exist to this day. This monarch is not 
; beloved by the Cuinose because he destroyed all 
' the c'assic works, as lie wished to constract the 


‘empire anew with himself as tho first 
‘emperor. Buddhism was introduced about 
‘A.D. 61. Thea Jecturer expressed the 


opinion that it was absurd to attempt to estimate 
‘the number of Buddhists iu the world as the 
‘namber in China could not ba calculate!, owing 
, to the fact that many followed several forms of 
religion at the same tim». The lecturer dwelt 
fon tho literature of China and the illustrious 
period when the country was onjoying a 
‘civilisation at the time that Europe was wrapt 
in ignorance. ‘The leading events in the 
/ country’s history were sketchad by Mr. Ball, 
who concluded his interesting lec‘ura by a 
referencs to the abatement of the anti-foreign 
feoling:.

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PIECE GOODS. 


Messrs. Noel, Murray & Co.'s Report on the. 


Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated Shanghai, 
5th October, 1905, states :—The interval since our 
last circular has again been extremely quict and 
we have been told by nearly all the importers 
there is practically nothing doing in spot cargo. 
Thore have, however, agnin been several transac- 
tions made in American goods for shipment next 
year, and while we have been unable.to obtain full 
particulars of the business the following sales 
may be of interest to our readers. In P. M. C. 
Drills sales of several thousand bales have been 
made for shipinent during March, April, and May 
next at prices ranging from !2-5d. to 12-7d. and we 
think the difference in price may be accounted 
for by whother the shipments are made via the 
Suez Canal or across the Pacific. We have also 
been told that a well known Southern mill drill 
has been sold at 11.74 for shipment during June, 
July and August next year, and that 2}-yard 
sheetings from the same producing centre were 
sold at 10-11} for August shipment. Clearances 
locally for these goods during the week have 
been satisfactory although not so large as the 
previous week. In English a few sinall lots havo 
changed hands, here and there, and demand is 
very far from keing general, and we fancy the 
sales reported are chiefly from second hand. 
Deliveries could very easily be improved on 
The outports remain very quiet ahd we do not 
hear of uny encouraging reports from any of tho 
consuming districts. Latest telegrams from 
Manchester reported the market quiet but firm 
while the exports for the fortnight ending 29th ulto. 
were 19,000,000 yards which with the 9,000,000 
yards shipped during the previous fortnight 
uuikes the total for the month 28.000,000 yards 
The Liverpool market is rather quiet, Mid Orleans 
is now quoted 5.61d. and Egyptian 7ifd. Our 
Indian yarn market has been very quiet and sales 
only amount to 640 bales which have heen divided 
letween Newchwang and the River Ports. The 
following extract from the “Peking and Tientsin 
Tiu es” may be interesting as it shows that a 
period of prosperity has already opened in 
Manchuria. “I have just returned from Mukden, 
where all wag quiet and the country very flourish- 
ing. The harvests in Manchuria are expected to 
be the hest in the memory of the oldest people, 
despite the fact that labour has been and is very 
scarce. ‘The country has never been so full of 
ready money. In by-gone years trade was all 
done, or nearly so, by promissory notes ; but owing 
to two huge armies, both spending money lavishly 
for local products, money is plentiful everywhere. - 
The very battlefields south of Mukden are rich 
with corn. Once peace is assured and communica- 
tion open, there will be an unprecedented demand 
for clothing and also luxuries hardiy indulged in 
past years. The natives seem to be hardend as 
regards the land fighting, and in the actual war 
zone they see to be going on as per usual, and 
but little land has remained uncultivated. Many 
towns have still more than their nominal popula- 
tion, as many village women and children prefer 
to remain in the larger centres. From many. 
enquiries one learns that on the whole both armies 
have behaved as well as could be expected to the 
natives. That there has been local suffering, 
and this sometimes acute, goes without saying, 
but the people quickly recuperate in this natually 
rich country.” Grey Shirtings.—There has been 
scarcely any business done during the week and 
the only transaction reported is a small sale of 
1,500 pieces 7 lbs. Horse. and Man Chop at 
Tis, 2.20. Prices at the auctions for the lighter 
qualities had a tendency towards lower rates, while 
those for the heavier weights, although of an in 
and out nature, may be called steady. T-Cloths. 
—Business has been confined to the auctions 
where prices for 7 Ibs. are lower and those for & lbs. 
rather better. White Shirtings.—The only buai- 
ness we have heard of isa sale of 2,000 pieces 6+ 
reed blue two stags at T'ls. 3.45. At the auctions 
prices all went in favour of the buyer. Drills and 
Shirtings.—There has again b-en some enquiry 
for English goods and a few sales have been made 
of Drills, viz: 3,000 pieces Dragon chop at Tls. 4.85 
and 1,500 pieces Marin chop at Ts. 4.75. In 
Duteh makes L200 pieces have been sold at 
Tis. 3.773 while in English sheetings 1,000 pieces 
Blue Cock chop have changed hands at Ts. 3.85. 
In American Drills sales of about 50,00 pieces 
aprear in the book, the principal of which are 
5,000 pieces Dwight B at ‘I'ls. 4.20, 10,000 pieces 
Buffalo A at Tis. 4.35, 10,000 pieces Orr A at 
Ts.
